The governm ent took his farm

Economists serving the Senate-House Economic Commit- set its penalty mono; 
tee have issued a report in which they recommend th at the 
dollar be devalued. 
It isn't too likely to happen, because the present Admin 
IStration like the Eisenhower Administration, has vowed noi 
to devalue. Citizens had better hope that our Government 
keeps this pledge, because devaluation would mean an in­ 
stantaneous loss of the purchasing power of ail savings— 
including billions oi dollars in Government bonds bought 
because of faith in the Government’s honesty. 
It isn’t likely, however, that the real value of the dollai 
can go on shrinking indefinitely without forcing the Gov­ 
ernment to recognize that the fixed price of the dollar in 
international exchange cannot be maintained 
The House-Senate Committee’s economists report that 
in their opinion- the dollar is worth 15 percent less than 
what our Government says it is now. This has a lot to do 
with the gold drain. When foreigners get our currency, 
they can change it into gold. When the dollar is worth less 
than the gold it will buy, no wonder they take the gold. 
The reason for the dollar's decline in value is not hard 
to find. It is Government policy. Year after year, the Gov­ 
ernment expands, whether red ink results or not. The Gov­ 
ernment borrows to make up deficits, and creates newT mon­ 
ey in the process. Meanwhile, it pursues a policy of frown­ 
ing on excessive wage increases in principle, and shoring 
up union power to force such increases in practice. 
This kind of performance am ounts to forsaking a trust. 
* The Government is responsible to thc citizens and to the 
world for m aintaining a sound currency. That it has noi 
done so for many years is becoming increasingly evident. 
The new Congress should bear this in mind when that

WE RE ANOTHER! 
Our free-spending Government is looking askance a 
the free-spending Brazilian Government. Our South Amer­ 
ican ally is having a hard struggle to m aintain a Demo 
eratic government in the face of pressing financial anu 
economic problems. 
Washington fears that unless the Brazilians gel their fi­ 
nancial approach onto a sound basis despite citizen pres­ 
sure for more government and lower taxes, even American 
aid will not prevent some kind of totalitarian take-over. 
Among the observations ol the Washington experts are 
these: 
* Brazil lias had a steady inflation for some years. 
* The government’s budget is out oi balance, and another 
deficit is due. 
* The gold reserve is dwindling, and there is not now 
enough to cover foreign claims. 
* The country has a severe balance of payments problem. 
Our Government, it is reported in Washington, is going 
to go slow on any more loans to Brazil until she gets hei 
house in order. That is prudt nt. of course, and President 
Goulart is expected to take firm action to straighten out 
thc mess. 
Perhaps Washington, which can recognize the roots of 
B iazils troubles, might use the interval to look at its own 
books. To some degree or other, every ailment they’ve di­ 
agnosed in Brazil exists to a serious degree in the United 
States. 
Inflation cuts the value of our dollar each year. The offic­ 
ial deficit now’ is estimated at almost $3 billion. Our gold 
reserves are the lowest point in decades, and there are more 
claims against it than there is gold. Our balance of pay­ 
ments deficit runs to ten figures. 
It tinancial sanity is good tor Brazil in W ashington’s 
view, why isn’t it good for the United Slates?

Economists serving the Senate-House Economic Commit­ 
tee have issued a report in which they recommend that the 
dollar be devalued. 
It isn’t too likelv to happen, because the present Admin 
tstration like the Eisenhower Administration, lias vowed noi 
to devalue Citizens had better hope that our Government 
keeps this pledge, because devaluation would mean an in­ 
stantaneous loss of the purchasing power ot all savings- 
incJuding billions ot dollars in Government bonds bought 
because of faith in the Government's honesty. 
It isn’t likely, however, that the real value ot the dollai 
can go on shrinking indefinitely without forcing the Gov­ 
ernment to recognize that the fixed price ol the dollar in 
international exchange cannot be maintained 
The House-Senate Committee's economists report that 
in their opinion the dollar is worth 15 percent less than 
what our Government says it is now This has a lot to do 
with the gold drain. When foreigners get our currency, 
they can change it into gold. When the dollar is worth less 
than the gold it will buv. no wonder they take the gold. 
The reason for the dollar's decline in value is not hard 
to find. It is Government policy. Year after year, the Gov­ 
ernment expands, whether red ink results or not. The Gov­ 
ernment borrows to make up deficits, and creates new mon­ 
ey in the process.

Washington fears that unless the Brazilians get their fi­ 
nancial approach onto a sound basis despite citizen pres­ 
sure for more government and lower taxes, even American 
aid will not prevent some kind ot totalitarian take-over.

* Brazil has had a steady inflation for some years. 
* The government’s budget is out ol balance, and another 
deficit is due. 
* The gold reserve is dwindling, and there is not now 
enough to cover foreign claims.

Our Government, it is reported in Washington, is going 
to go slow on any more loans to Brazil until she gets hci 
house in order. That is prudent, of course, and President 
Goulart is expected to take firm action to straighten out 
the mess.
